This true and genuine faith differs materially. from what may * termed 
“educational” faith. Educational faith cannot purify the heart and will 
not enable its possessor to overcome the enticements of the world. It 
may assent to the mere external forms of sound doctrine, but there. will 
be no sense of the divine duty and holy excellence of the doctrine. iteell. 
It cannot, beget. new nature, or a living principle, nor can. there be any 
active belief in the truth. True faith is characterized. by. its, effecta, for

hatred. of sin, and a forsaking of it. follow, together, with a. self-renuncia-

St. Paul tells us that we are justified by faith, so it is necessary for us 
to understand what the word. “justification,” as used in scripture means, 
Does it mean to make righteous,” or “to account as righteous?” ‘The 
scriptures always speak of ‘fostificalion. as a change. of, state, and they 
describe the previous condition of yea person as guilty, condemned). and 
under, the ea wrath of God. John 5: 24, Rom. 5: 1, I Cor, 6: Il, 
Epb. 8: 1-8, Col. 1; 21, Titus 8; 3-7). In the Old Testament, the gen- 
eral sense of justification is admittedly “to be considered or accounted as 
righteous.” Nowhere does it seem to mean that the justified person has 
become righteous in himself. David. asserts that man is everywhere 
guilty, for he writes as follows : “Enter not into judgment with thy ser- 
vant: for i in thy sight shall no man living be justified,” (Psalm 143: 3); 
and we learn from Proverbs that “he that justifieth the wicked, and he 
that ‘condemneth the just, even they both are abomination to the Lord,” 
(Proverbs, 17: 16), and again Isaiah e a woe upon them that 

“Justify t the wicked,” (Isaiah 5: 250% 

To bs justified. there efore would seem ‘to mean, to. „ righteous, 
and to be treated as such, and it involves not only pardon, but acceptance 
with God, the being brought. into. His family, and having an access into 
the presence of a reconciled Father. The justification of a sinner is a 
judicial act of God, by which He pardons all the sins of the sinner, and 
reparti him as the fit object of complacency and reward, (Smith’s Chris- 
tian Theology p. 585). He looks on himas e from blame, and deserving 
of approbation. Bishop Tomline says, “J ustification, in the language of 
Scripture, signifies the. being accounted just or righteous i in the sight of 
God; or the being placed in a state of salvation.” . Quoting Mr. Veneer, 
‘he adds 1s the follo owing: | “When. God justifies a man, it is by forgiving him 
‘his trespasses, and accepting, esteeming, and rewarding him as a righteous 
person, although he is not really andi, strictly such. To justify, in the 
common spiritual notion of it, is to absolve from guilt, to discharge from 
‘punishment.’ i (Tomline’s Theology, p. 453).

The fact that both 
St. Paul and St. James use, in support of their arguments, the very eam 
illustration of the father of the faithful, goes at once to disprove any appear- 
anos ot a contradiction between the doctrines of the two inspired writers. 
Let us understand that when St. Paul spoke of the works of the law 
which he would reject in his doctrine of justification, he was clearly refer- 
ring to the Mosaic law and its ritual, while works, whiten St. Janes Claims 
to be necessary for justification, are those moral duties enjoined by the 
Gospel as the fruits of n true and lively faith. It will be observed that 
the latter writer, when dealing with the doctrine of justification, does not 
speak of ‘the “law,” or of the “deeds of the law” ‘but always uses the 
_ word “works,” ‘while on the other hand, St. Paul ‘speaks always of the 
“law,” or of the “deeds of the law,” or the “works of the law,” and never 
of “works” alone; thus showing 5 that the two Apostles were not 
referring to the same class of works at all. They had ‘each to correct the 
prevailing errors of their time, and doubtless the Christians, to whom they 
wrote in those days, fully understood their teachings, and saw no reason 
to view the same as being contradictory, or at variance with each other. 
“The lesson then which we would seem to learn is this: We enter by 
faith into a state or condition of justification, but we only continue in that 
state by faith and works of righteousness combined, by. which I intend’ to 
imply that we must bring forth the fruits of a “trae faith both in our 
characters and in our lives. It behooves us therfore to be continually 
- ‘watchfal and careful in our conduct, lest we fall from this ‘condition ot 
justification or grace, owing to our own ‘weaknesses, evil desirés, and 
unquiet enemies, who are always on the alert! to bad us down into 4 state 
of sin, misery, R M M. B. T.
